Three unidentified Chinese Communist divisions moved from Hoeyang (127=37, 
38242) to Pyongyang on 2h April. 


On 25 April some Chinese Communist troops were at Ichon (126-53, 38-30). 


On 25 April a large nunber of Chinese Communist troops was at Yangdok 
(226=38, 39-13), which is believed to be an asseubly point. 


Headquarters of the North Korean 7 Task Force was in Hyoneni (127-18, 36-32) 
City Hall on 25 April. 


. Supplies 


The North Korean Army received a large amount of uniforms and beota from the 
USSR in late February. A Chinese Communist colonel stated that neither the 
Chinese Communists nor the North Koreans had received supplies fron the. 
Soviets since 1 April. 


According to a Chinese Commnist colonel, the Chinese Communists brought 700 
ZiS trucks from Manchuria to Korea. Three hundred of these arrived via 
Antung and Sinuiju. 


Propa ganda 


North Korean government propaganda is strongly emphasizing Korean=-Chinese=-Soviet 
friendship. A campaign is being directed toward obtaining more men for the 
army and more food contributions for the Chinese Communist forces in Korea. 
North Korean propaganda promises final Communist victory before 25 June.
